4 The Refund Order required Operator to determine the overcharges to cable programming service tier ("CPST") 
subscribers for the period stated in the Refund Order and file a report with the Chief, Enforcement Bureau, stating the 
cumulative refund amount determined (including franchise fees and interest), describing the calculation thereof, and 
describing its plan to implement the refund within 60 days of Commission approval of the plan. 
5 Operator calculated a total refund liability of $14,691.51. 
6 In its response to the Refund Order, Operator points out that the Refund Order contained clerical errors and we 
agree.  The clerical errors have been corrected and the Operator has taken these corrections into consideration in the 
calculation of refunds for the community at issue.  
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
